taught me abdominal 
breathing and started me on 
a course of exercises which 
enabled me to give natural 
birth. (I had four children 
in seven years.)

The women who suffer 
are the ones who are fright­ 
ened. Most of the fright 
comes from having heard 
horrible tales from older 
women, who were also 
frightened.

I hope you will print this 
letter and let millions of 
people know that childbirth 
should be the most reward­ 
ing experience in a woman's 
life.
